FROM THE 
PRESIDENT 


f you visit the Agnes Scott 

campus this fall, you will see 
a transformation in progress. 
Major construction projects are 
redefining Alston Campus 
Center, McCain Library and 
Woodruff Quad. The College 
busily prepares for its upcom- 
ing comprehensive campaign. 
Cultural events continue to cel- 
ebrate the advent of the new 


millennium with substance and 
style. And the class of 2004 has 
arrived as the College's largest 
ever. The vision and strategic 
planning behind these landmark 
events, as well as the arrival of 
Marilyn Hammond ‘68, our new 
director of alumnae relations, 
have provided an opportunity for 
the College and the Alumnae 
Association to reassess our mis- 
sion to the nearly 10,000 alum- 
nae of this College, scattered in 
every state and 41 foreign coun- 
tries. 

As background to our future 
planning, the College commis- 
sioned a telephone survey of 
alumnae opinions that Marilyn 
cites in her column in this issue 
of MAIN EveNTs. Let me amplify 
with some additional results from 
this survey. | was most gratified 
to learn that 82 percent “strongly 
agree” with the statement: “I am 
proud to call myself a graduate of 
ASC." An additional 14 percent 
"agree" with that statement for an 
amazing total of 96 percent 
feeling pride in graduating from 
our alma mater. 

Even more significant to me, 
however, were the results on an 
open-ended question about the 


College's mission and purpose. 
Without prompting, the 
answers clustered around the 
following seven values: to edu- 
cate and prepare women; to 
promote values, spirituality and 
an understanding of our 
Christian heritage; to stand for 
high standards and a superior 
education; to teach the liberal 
arts; to strengthen diversity; to 
provide a personalized educa- 
tion; and to ensure graduate's 
involvement in a global world. 
These collective values repre- 
sent the views of 600 alumnae 
statistically representing all ages 
and all geographic locations. 
They closely mirror our mission 
and objectives today. 

While most believe we have 
been true to this mission, with 
45 percent strongly agreeing 
and 38 percent agreeing, 18 
percent have more neutral or 
negative views. The positives 
prevail, but it is clear we need 
more discussion within the 
Agnes Scott alumnae communi- 
ty as a whole about our mission 
and purpose. 

We need to have this discus- 
sion on campus as well. Now 
that we are close to our goal of

Q: What is Campus Civitan? 

Campus Civitan is a branch of Civitan 
International, a service organization 
founded in 1920 that performs general 
community service but has a focus on 
children with developmental disabilities. 
CC was a strong program prior to the 
Vietnam war, but then lost many of its 
members and leaders. About five years 
ago, it started to make a comeback and 
now we have an international committee 
dedicated to stabilizing CC. Some of our 
specific goals include more clubs, an 
International Board, a fund-raising event 
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for the Civitan International Research 
Center, a longer convention and an 
improved Web site. 


Q: What inspired you to charter this 
organization at Agnes Scott? 
Community service and an awareness 
of my responsibilities to society were an 
integral part of my upbringing. In 
high school, | became very involved in 
Junior Civitan (another branch of 
Civitan International) by serving my 
club and the district and attending an 
international convention. While there 
were several service organizations 
already set up on campus, | felt that 
CC had something special to offer to 
the campus community because of 

its focus. Experience in Civitan had 
taught me that service organizations 
tend to be more effective when their 
membership is less than 50. In the end 
the hard work paid off—Agnes Scott 
CC was named New International Club 
of the Year. 


Q: What have you learned from your 
leadership role in Campus Civitan? 
Oh goodness, a lot! I've learned every- 
thing from the official rules of order for 
meetings to fund-raising to all sorts of 
things about Atlanta. The club building 
process particularly taught me Agnes 
Scott procedures and improved my 
presentation skills. After being involved 
in this organization for five years, | can 
really say it's a part of who | am. 


Q: Do you plan on continuing your 
involvement in Campus Civitan? 
Forever. This year and possibly next 

I'll be on the International Committee 
writing articles about CC, making 
presentations to Senior Clubs asking 
them to sponsor or build a CC and 
applying for grant money and sponsors, 
among other things. | also want to build a 
Junior Civitan Club at Decatur High 
School. After | graduate, | plan on going 
to graduate school, and I'll join or build a 
club at whichever school | attend and 


continue working on or with the 
International Committee. Once | finish 
with college, I'll join or build a Senior 
Civitan Club and encourage it to sponsor 
or build a Campus or Junior Club. 

Who knows, maybe some day I'll 
become involved in Senior Civitan at 

the international level. One of the things 
I love about Civitan is that you can make 
it a part of all of your life.

resident Mary Brown Bullock ‘66 is serving as chair of Harvard 

University's external review committee for East Asian Studies, 
and will present a report to Harvard's Board of Overseers 
in September. 

Harvard conducts a peer review process of its programs every 
three to four years-nearly twice as frequently as many other 
institutions, Bullock said. She served as a member of the review 
committee for East Asian Studies four years ago. 

Her responsibilities as chair for the current review have included 
a site visit in April with interviews of students and faculty members 
in undergraduate and graduate programs related to all aspects of 
Asian studies and editing a written report, and will conclude with a 
final oral report to Harvard's board this month. 

Bullock will also attend a conference in Hong Kong in 
September on medical education in Asia that will bring together 
heads of medical institutions throughout Asia. Much of Bullock's 
research has focused on science and medicine in China. She will 
give a presentation on 20th-century themes in medical education 
in Asia. 


Rees Wins Fulbright 


GRANT TO SUPPORT MIGRATION RESEARCH IN MEXICO 


i; are W. Rees, associate 
professor of anthropology, has 
been awarded a Fulbright grant to 
carry out migration research and 
organize a course on “Community and 
Ecology” at the Center for Advanced 
Study and Research in Social 
Anthropology in Oaxaca, Mexico. 

Rees is a social anthropologist spe- 
cializing in household economics in 
Mexico and among Mexican immi- 
grants to the United States. Her 
research has been supported by the 
National Science Foundation, and she 
has held a previous Fulbright lectureship. 

Rees is one of approximately 2,000 US. recipients 
of Fulbright grants who will travel abroad for the 
2000-01 academic year. Established in 1946, the program's 
purpose is to build mutual understanding between 
peoples of the United States and the rest of the world.

PIPPIN WINS AMERICAN ACADEMY OF RELIGION AWARD 


Tina Pippin, associate professor and chair of religious studies at 
Agnes Scott College, has won the first American Academy of 
Religion Excellence in Teaching Award. 

The award is based on her “outstanding performance as a class- 
room teacher, development of effective teaching methods, influence 
in interesting students in the field of religion, and commitment to 
professional identity as a teacher of religion,” according to the AAR. 

Pippin’s research interest is in religion and culture (cultural 
studies). Primarily, she reads biblical texts in their postmodern 
contexts, especially apocalyptic literature and cultures. She has 
authored several books and is a co-founder of CLAASP: Creating 
Links Among Activist Scholars and People, a pedagogy group 
committed to liberatory and feminist pedagogies, which meets yearly 
at the AAR meeting. 

Pippin will officially receive the award at the AAR annual 
meeting in Nashville in November. 


SHEATS HONORED BY PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 

The Presbyterian Church (U.S.A.) presented in April its Higher 
Education Award to Mary Boney Sheats, professor emerita of Bible 
and religion. She was one of four national leaders to receive the 
honor this year. 

In a citation honoring Sheats, Curtis A. Kearns Jr., director of 
National Ministries Division, noted that “her legacy exists not only 
in the numerous students who majored in Bible and religion, but also 
in the more than 50 graduates of Agnes Scott College who became 
ordained ministers.” 

Sheats taught at Agnes Scott from 1949 until her retirement in 
1983. During her tenure, she was Charles A. Dana Professor, the 
College's first Fuller E. Callaway Professor, and chair of the 
Department of Bible and Religion. 

Sheats earned her bachelor's degree at the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro, a master of arts from Emory University and 
a doctorate from Columbia University. 

Sheats resides in Wilmington, N.C., and is a member of First 
Presbyterian Church. 


PHILLIPS’ SON TO COMPETE IN SYDNEY 

Dwight Phillips, son of Laura Phillips in ASC's Food Services, earned 
a place on the U.S. Olympic team in the long jump in Olympic 
trials at Sacramento, Calif., in July. 

Phillips’ qualifying jump was 26 feet 8.5 inches, good enough for 
second of three spots on the Olympic team, which is currently in 
Sydney, Australia. This years U.S. Olympic long jump team is the 
first in 24 years without four-time gold medalist Carl Lewis 
competing. Phillips has been compared to Lewis, both for his style 
of jumping and for the fact that he also doubles as a sprinter. 

Phillips is a graduate of Tucker High School and has been a 
member of the Arizona State University track team. 

Laura Phillips will be able to watch her son compete in Sydney, 
thanks to contributions from the ASC community that will help 
defray her expenses. 


ASSOCIATE DEAN APPOINTED 
Agnes Scott has welcomed the appointment of Lerita Coleman 
Brown as associate dean of the college. 

Brown will share with the dean of the college his responsibilities 
for coordinating the academic program and for planning, seeking 
faculty support for and implementing curricular initiatives. Brown 
will be responsible for a number of programs and offices, including 
Agnes Scott's Atlanta Semester program, the Office of International 
Education and Office of Academic Advising. 

Brown comes to Agnes Scott from the psychology department 
at the University of Colorado at Boulder where she was an 
associate professor as well as associate chair and director of 
undergraduate studies.

Laird is Agnes Scott's newest assistant professor of music. She 
received her B.A. from Loyola University (New Orleans), her M.A.

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THE NEW ALSTON—It won't be long until 
construction on the new Alston Campus Center and its 
neighbor, McCain Library, is complete.

envious of them all. 

They were the adventurous 
and globally ambitious 
classmates who had spent some 
time overseas as part of their 
education. Their resumes would 
be impressive with such 
experience on them; they 
clearly would have an edge in 
the competitive job market. 

There were relatively few 
such students when | was in 
college, even though my 
university had about 25,000 
undergraduates. Their academic 
path was not the norm. They 
had gone beyond the usual 
boundaries, both in curriculum 
and geography. While their 
experience abroad was by no 
means remarkable—it could be 
had by anyone who truly 
sought it and could afford it— 
neither was it standard or 
expected. It set them apart. 

My college experience 
wasn't that long ago—less than 
two decades, to be precise 
enough—and yet the 
opportunities to study abroad 
have increased dramatically 
since then. And unlike that 
short time ago, it perhaps no 


| im knew three, perhaps 


longer sets students apart to 
have international study on 
their resumes; it may now even 
set them apart not to have it. 

Agnes Scott's students arrive 
on this metro Atlanta campus 
with far broader horizons than 
can be viewed from the bell 
tower. Forty percent of recent 
ASC graduates have studied 
abroad through independent 
experiences and faculty-led 
programs. The College has 
annual Global Connections and 
Global Awareness programs and 
offers study abroad at more 
than 170 institutions in more 
than 40 countries. Its ample 
financial assistance helps any 
student who seeks international 
experience obtain it. The 
College is producing graduates 
who can excel in a global 
milieu. 

This summer, | had the 
privilege of spending part of a 
Global Awareness trip in Beijing 
with a group of students led by 
psychology professor Ayse 
Carden '66 and biology 
professor Harry Wistrand. | also 
spent a day in a salt marsh in 
Savannah with professor John 
Pilger's Honduras-bound marine 
biology class. And these were 


not the only College trips 
abroad this summer; students 
on other tours studied in Spain 
and Nicaragua. 

It was a privilege to 
participate briefly in two of 
these trips because | got to tag 
along and pretend | was a 
student again. | saw well- 
prepared ASC students study 
the real world; learn things no 
professor, textbook or Web site 
can teach; add to already 
impressive resumes; and enjoy 


their education more than 

I ever did. In some ways, 

it helped make up for 
opportunities | missed those 
few years ago. 

The College continues to 
internationalize its curriculum 
because students would be left 
behind if it did not. The world 
may be shrinking, but Agnes 
Scott expands, sending more 
students farther than ever. 
And I remain envious.

hen I interviewed for 

my new job as director 
of alumnae relations, someone 
asked me why | had chosen to 
attend Agnes Scott College as 
a student.

“The foundation started in local Atlanta hospitals,” Rosselot 
says.

painting by color dot.” 


Rosselot was a philosophy major at Agnes Scott and earned a 
master's degree in religious education from Boston University. 

During Rosselot's visit Down Under, her group painted at 
three hospitals—one in New Zealand and two in Australia. “My 
group consisted of about 30 people,” Rosselot said. “In Gosford, 
Australia, which is along the coast about two hours north of 
Sydney, we had a large crowd—about 600 people. Our group 
would clean up the edges of the mural when the volunteers were 


done.” 


Rosselot says local artists often participate in the painting and 
hospitals sometimes combine the paintings with fundraising 
events. The process differs from hospital to hospital. “In Gosford,” 
Rosselot notes, “the hospital brought in new ceiling tiles and we 
painted each of them with hopeful images—butterflies, fish, etc. 
In Sydney, we painted in the basement oncology area.” The group 
also painted near Porirura in the Outer Wellington region of New 


Zealand.

Presbyterian churches throughout Atlanta, Rosselot has taken 
several personal trips since her experiences with Friendship Force 
and The Foundation for Hospital Art. The mother of three and 
grandmother of two stays in touch with her host families from 
that trip and plans to repeat the experience.

DEFINING INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE 


Fe the past seven years, Judith Bartholomew McBride '78 has 
spent a lot of time explaining exactly what she does. 

“Most people don't know what an industrial hygienist is," says 
McBride, assistant director of chemical safety at the University 
of Alabama at Birmingham. “We perform inspections of research 
labs, advise labs regarding the responsible use of chemicals and 
ensure compliance with regulations regarding waste disposal.” 

McBride, who majored in biology at Agnes Scott, spent 
several years after her graduation as a medical technician. 

"| liked the health aspect of it," she says. “I just did not want 
to spend the rest of my life in a lab."

Lovell '90 Returns to ASC 


hen Amy Lovell '90 first arrived 

on the Agnes Scott College cam- 
pus, she planned to major in music. 
Now, 10 years after earning her degree 
in physics and astronomy, she returns 
to the College this fall as an assistant 


professor. 


Lovell, who earned her doctorate in 


astronomy from the University of 


Massachusetts in 1999, took her first 


astronomy class as her science 
requirement. ‘I liked it well enough to 
take a second class that spring. By then

I was hooked." She credits the nurturing atmosphere of Agnes 
Scott with fostering her ability to experiment and try something 
new. “The non-competitive environment made me realize that 


science is cool.” 


Lovell had not even taken calculus in high school and admits 
that changing her goals was a daunting task. “I was ill-prepared 
to take science,” she says. “I had a lot of catching up to do to 


take classes in my major.” 


The 10 years since her graduation have been busy ones. 
Shortly after graduation, she married David Smith. They have 
two children, a 6-year-old daughter and 3-year-old son. Lovell 
admits that earning a Ph. D. with two young children was not 
easy. “It seemed the right thing to do at the time. A student 
schedule is more flexible and more able to accommodate the 


needs of a family.” 


The couple also earned their pilot's licenses during that time. 
“David made a comment one day that he always thought it 
would be neat to learn to fly. By that afternoon | had lessons 


arranged.” 


In addition to her studies at Massachusetts, Lovell has trav- 
eled a great deal. Last year she journeyed to Munich to view a 
total solar eclipse. “It is something | always wanted to see, “ she 
says. “I was lucky it was in mainland Europe—an easily accessi- 
ble area.” Despite the overcast, Lovell was able to view the 
eclipse through a break in the clouds. 

Lovell also has an asteroid, number 9274, named after her. 
“Objects in space are named in different ways, “ says Lovell. 
“Asteroids are named by the people who discover them.” Called 
Amylovell, the asteroid and its companion, which was named for 
Lovell's Ph.D. advisor, were discovered by an astronomer in 
Sweden who has identified more than 75 such objects. 

For the past two years, Lovell has served as a science 


education fellow at Amherst College. Returning to the Agnes 
Scott campus has not exactly been what she expected. “I thought 
it would be weird,” she says. “But it has been great. It's strange to 
be teaching alongside those people who taught me, but the vibes 
have been great.” 

Lovell is especially excited about the renovations to the 
College's observatory. “It's gorgeous,” she says. “Out of this 
world. State of the art. Mary Brown Bullock is such a visionary. 
For a program this size it's incredible.” Lovell hopes the new 
facilities will bring more students to the physics and astronomy 
program. “Maybe it will attract students like me—students who 
do not know they are interested.”

Delafield, trustee of the College as well as an alumna, also 
served on the search committee that selected Bullock, the first 
alumna president of the College.

The 70-seat Delafield Planetarium boasts a 10-meter Astro-Tek 
dome and a computer-controlled projector built by Zeiss 
Instruments, maker of the world's finest planetarium projectors. 
Only nine other sites in the country and 23 others in the world 
house such projectors. 

"This building will help Agnes Scott women learn about 
astronomy and astrophysics, about the heavens and also about our 
position in the universe,” Bullock said.

A WORD FROM 
GUE HUDSON 


he Wallace M. Alston 

Campus Center will be 
dedicated formally in February, 
but it is already easy to see how 
it will unite the residential, co- 
curricular and academic parts of 
our campus and transform our 
shared life. At long last, we have 
a wonderful building that will 
be a magnet, drawing all mem- 
bers of the campus together for 
discussion, service, programs, 
fun, friendship, relaxation and 
enrichment. A student working 
in the library on an essay will be 
able to finish her composition, 
if she chooses, in the Alston 
Center's first floor Cyber Café. 
A professor may choose the 
relaxed atmosphere of the 
Alston Center for a conference 
with a student and then contin- 
ue the meeting in the library 
stacks for a look together at 
research materials. Commuting 
students will finally have suffi- 
cient space of their own in the 


heart of the campus. These are 
just a few of the opportunities 
the Alston Center brings. 

As I have watched the Alston 
Center take shape over the last 
few months, | have thought 
often of the man for whom it is 
named and the legacy he left 
Agnes Scott. He was president 
during my years as a student at 
the College and for myself, as 
well as many alumnae, staff and 
faculty, he was a formative pres- 
ence on campus. Realizing there 
are fewer here now who remem- 
ber this remarkable man, | 
thought I would try to capture 
his profound influence and 
convey how fitting it is that this 
particular building is named in 
his honor. 

Wallace McPherson Alston 
served as the third president of 
the college from 1951 to 1973 
and his ties to Agnes Scott were 
many. He was born on July 16, 
1906, in a house still standing 
on South Candler Street and 
played as a small boy on the 
campus. His mother had attend- 
ed Agnes Scott Institute. He 
married an Agnes Scott alumna, 
Madelaine Dunseith '28. 

He earned bachelor's and 
masters degrees from Emory. Dr. 
Alston held five earned degrees, 
including a doctorate in theolo- 
gy from Union Theological 
Seminary. Ordained by the 
Atlanta Presbytery in 1932, he 
served with distinction as a 
Presbyterian minister in church- 
es in Kentucky and West 
Virginia before returning to 
Druid Hills Presbyterian Church 
in Atlanta. He was a talented 
leader, administrator, pastor, 
scholar and teacher. He was, in 


fact, the male equivalent of the 
“whole woman" he set as the 
standard for students. All of his 
considerable gifts were bestowed 
on the College he loved and led. 
However, perhaps his most 
important bequest was the 
palpable sense of community 
that pervaded the campus 

during his years. 

Just as we have built the 
building that bears his name, Dr. 
Alston carefully constructed this 
pervasive sense of community 
through small and large acts, for 
he believed wholeheartedly in its 
importance. His personal interest 
in students was legendary. He 
spent the month of August read- 
ing the admission files of all new 
students. He met with them in 
the fall to talk about their inter- 
ests and goals at Agnes Scott and 
remembered their name forever. 
Some alumnae still may have 
one of the birthday letters he 


sent to all students with his wish- 
es on their special day. Many 
alumnae asked him to perform 
their marriage ceremonies and 
always found him a welcoming 
presence when they returned to 
the College. 

I am sorry Dr. Alston is not 
here to see this marvelous build- 
ing and its potential for binding 
us closer together. However, | 
am reassured by the knowledge 
that he knew it would come. Just 
before his retirement, the Board 
of Trustees passed a resolution 
stating a campus center would be 
named for him when a new one 
was built. | know I will feel his 
presence in its spaces each time 
I enter.

Q: What is the Hispanic 
Awareness Society? 

A: Hispanic Awareness Society is 
an organization on campus that 
was created to help raise aware- 
ness about Hispanic culture. 
Unfortunately, not too many 
people make it a point to learn 
about other cultures. We try to 
educate others about who we are 
as a people, what struggles we 
have overcome, what struggles 
we are constantly undergoing, 
and the importance of being 
active in the community—not 
only the Latino community, but 
the community as a whole. We 
are also a place that provides a 
forum for the few Latinas on 
campus who can come and feel a 
connection to their heritage and 
fellow Latinas. 

Q: What are some ways in 


which you raise awareness? 

A: We are active not only on 
campus, but off campus as well. 
We are very involved in teaching 
others about our culture. 
Examples of activities aimed at 
raising awareness would be our 
yearly Cinco de Mayo event, our 
sponsorship of Grupo Cultura, 
movie nights at the High 
Museum of Art and our Latin 
American dinner.

A: As the new president of 


Hispanic Awareness Society, it is 
my responsibility to ensure the 
smooth running of our organiza- 
tion. This involves things like 
calling and officiating meetings, 
making contacts and deciding to 
which events we will dedicate 
our time. 

Q: What have you learned from 
being part of this organization? 
A: | have learned that

RTC Program Celebrates 25 Years 


PROGRAM RENAMED TO HONOR IRENE K. WOODRUFF 


gnes Scott's return to col- 
lege program celebrated 
its 25th anniversary in 


October and was renamed the 
Irene K. Woodruff Return to 
College (RTC) Program in 
honor of Woodruff and her 
1982 gift of $1 million to the 
College. Woodruff's gift 
provides financial aid for 
RTC students. 

The Woodruff Program, one 
of the oldest of its kind in the 
country, offers opportunities for 
non-traditional-age women stu- 
dents to complete their degrees. 
More than 300 RTC students 
have graduated from Agnes 
Scott since the program's 
inception. 

According to a recent study 
by Fern Marx, senior research 
scientist at Wellesley College 
Center for Research on Women, 
Agnes Scott's RTC graduates are 
achieving success in terms of 
career mobility and completion 
of advanced degrees. Almost 
half (48 percent) went on to 
complete graduate degrees. 
Twenty-six percent report 


incomes 
greater than 
$50,000 and 
7 percent more 
than $100,000. 
Almost all (98 
percent) would 
recommend 
the program to 
other women. 
Woodruff's 
mother, Clara 
Belle Rushton 
King, attended 
Agnes Scott 
Institute from 
1892 to 1894. 
Woodruff her- 
self graduated 
from National 
Park Seminary 
in Forest Glenn, 
Md., where she 
studied science, English and 
music. In 1918, she married 
George Woodruff, who served 
as a member, vice chairperson 
and interim chairperson of the 
Agnes Scott Board of Trustees 
from 1939 to 1974. During her 
life, Woodruff was active in

New Science Building to Aid Collaboration 


TECHNOLOGY-RICH FACILITY WILL CREATE ‘COMMUNITY OF SCIENTISTS’ 


s Agnes Scott's master 

plan catapults the 

College into the 21st 
century, another key element 
of that plan is taking shape— 
the development of an 
enhanced science curriculum 
and a new $36.5 million build- 
ing to house the College's sci- 
ence departments. The 
approval of the new building 
by the Board of Trustees in 
November coincided with the 
completion of another element 
of the science program—the 
reopening of the Bradley 
Observatory and dedication of 
the Delafield Planetarium. 

The new developments in 


the natural sciences will focus 
on interdisciplinary connec- 
tions, collaborative learning 
through classes and research, 
and an integration of the 
experimental and theoretical 
sides of the disciplines. 

"The new facility will pro- 
vide ‘villages’ of specialized 
facilities for chemistry, biology, 
physics and psychology as well 
as many shared facilities where 
we will regularly come together 
for interdisciplinary teaching 
and research,” said Sandra 
Bowden, Dana professor of 
biology and shepherd of the 
science building project. For 
example, a neuroscience track 


will bring together biology, 
psychology and chemistry. 
“We want to be truly interdis- 
ciplinary in the way we think 
about theories and questions in 
the sciences, not just share a 
speaker or teach in each other's 
classes," Bowden said. 

Among the features of the 
new building will be a 
microscopy suite with electron 
and light microscopes; a green- 
house attached to the building 
for ecology, environmental sci- 
ence and plant science; learn- 
ing centers on two floors 
where students can gather 
informally around computers 
and comfortable seating; a cen- 


tral atrium 
open to the 
top of the 
building; and 
multiple gath- 
ering spaces 
where research 
results can be 
displayed and 
discussed. 

A “racetrack” 
design will 
place shared 
resources 
(instrumenta- 
tion and prep 
rooms, light- 
and tempera- 
ture-controlled 
environments, 
etc.) in the center of each 
floor's wings with labs and 
classrooms around the outer 
periphery of each corridor. The 
building will be “technology- 
rich,” says Bowden. “It is laid 
out to serve a community of 
scientists, all together, interact- 
ing programmatically.” 

Campbell Hall has served 
Agnes Scott's science programs 
for nearly 50 years, but the 
building could not be renovat- 
ed to allow configurations 
required for modern lab facili- 
ties. In addition, all four science 
departments in Campbell cur- 
rently share 600 square feet of 
dedicated faculty research 


space, whereas the new build- 
ing will provide 400 square 
feet of dedicated faculty-stu- 
dent research lab space per 
faculty member. These new 
labs will allow for ongoing 
year-round research that was 
formerly based in laboratories 
regularly scheduled for courses 
in the afternoons. 

The new facility, to be 
located on the site of the cur- 
rent tennis courts (which will 
be moved at another site), will 
be approximately 115,000 
square feet. It will have one 
garden level, visible from the 
south side of the building, and 
three floors above that level. 
Construction is scheduled to 
begin this year with a March 
groundbreaking and be com- 
pleted by the end of 2002. 

“One of my hopes and 
dreams is that the visibility of 
the sciences will increase,” 
Bowden says. “It is already 
increasing with a new second- 
semester science requirement, 
participation in first-year semi- 
nars and planned changes (like 
the new environmental studies 
and neuroscience programs). 
But two new buildings, with 
Bradley Observatory reopen- 
ing and this one in a couple 
of years—that's increased 
visibility.”

Smith '51 Establishes Romanian 
Connection with House-Church 


FE Majorie Stukes Smith 51, 
the latest chapter in her 
active life could easily be titled 
“Sudden Decisions.” That is how 
Smith, daughter of former Agnes 
Scott Dean of the Faculty Samuel 
Guerry Stukes and Frances 
Gilliland Stukes '24, says she 
established a connection with 
Romania in the spring of 1999. 

“On Good Friday, | first 
heard about a house in Romania 
from friends who had adopted a 
Romanian orphan,” she says. 
The house was being considered 
as a Christian center for chil- 
dren. "I thought, ‘I can help with 
that.’ | wanted to honor my 
mother in some small way, so | 
purchased the house for $5,000 
and named it the Frances 
House." 

Smith and her husband, 
David, traveled from their home 
in Wales to Romania last March 
for a dedication ceremony—a 
1,500-mile round trip journey 
by car to Galgau, where the 
house is located. “The Frances 
House looked sturdy but had no 
plumbing. A well out front was 
reliable, even used by other vil- 
lagers. An outhouse, sizable 
barn, and a few smaller sheds— 
all surrounded by a wooden 
fence—completed the picture. 
Inside there was a gas stove and 
a big ceramic furnace in the 
center of the room.” 

The group appreciated the 
warmth from the stove and fur- 
nace, as March in Romania can 
be grim, Smith says. “The 
ground is frozen with much 
standing water on top.” 

Despite the weather, the 
welcome the group received in 
Romania still brings tears to 
Smith's eyes. “We had a dedica- 
tion service on a Sunday after-

noon. We had no idea who 
would come. To my utter amaze- 
ment, the middle room was so 
filled with people that the door 
was lifted off so more could 
stand in the entry way.” 

Ministers from three denomi- 
nations participated in the serv- 
ice. “We had a simple commun- 
ion service,” recalls Smith. “Il had 
to stand and give a ‘testimonial,’ 
a new experience for me, espe- 
cially since my words were being 
translated into Romanian.” 

The warmth Smith felt from 
her Romanian friends continued 
to flow when she and her hus- 
band returned to Galgau in 
September. “David and | flew to 
Budapest, where we were met by 
two Romanians, one of whom 
we trusted completely. Ten hours 
later we arrived in Galgau to a 
dinner served at 3:30 a.m.” 


The Frances House 


The next morning, the Smiths 
walked up the road to the 
Frances House and received a 
tremendous surprise. “No roof, “ 
says Smith, “only rafters with the 
sky showing through. One of our 
Romanian friends said we would 
have it back on by the next 
night. We started passing tiles 
with a small group of volunteers 
led by one builder. Sure enough, 
the 2000 or more tiles were all 
back on by Saturday night—no 
work is done on Sunday.” 

A Romanian congregation 
now uses the house, which was 
used during Romania's 
Communist era as a secret meet- 
ing place for Christians. “It is 
theirs now. There is a Sunday 
service each week and children 
come to the house all through 
the summer for Bible school,” 
Smith says. 

Smith's involvement with 
Romania did not end with the 
Frances House. “I am in touch, 
albeit infrequently, with two fami- 
lies in Romania by e-mail and 
phone. I am also now involved 
with a hospital in Zalau, the cen- 
ter of the ‘county’ where Galgau 
is located, in Transylvania.” The 
Smiths are planning a third trip 
this summer.

A New 
Story for 
Cribbs '69 


hile Jan Cribbs '69 is 

honored by all the 
attention her recent career 
change to professional 
storytelling has earned her, she 
can't help but be bemused as 
well. “I could have continued 
with an illustrious career in 
public relations and would have 
received no real recognition 
for it.” 

After earning her degree in 
English from Agnes Scott in 
1969, Cribbs completed a 
master of arts in English at the 
University of Washington. She 
then worked in admission for 
the College for three years 
before returning to school to 
earn a master's in early child- 
hood education from Georgia 
State University. A stint in 
public relations with Atlanta's 
famous Alliance Theatre led to 
Cribbs going to work for the

took an early buyout and left the company." 


state of Georgia, 
eventually overseeing 
a staff of eight in the 
public relations 
department. 

After nearly 20 
years with the state, 
the situation became 
too stressful. “My 
body began to give 
me signals,” she says. 
“l developed an 
ulcer.” 

Cribbs took time 
off to examine her 
life. She had been 
attending the 
National Storytelling 
Festival in Jonesboro, 
Tenn., since 1988 and 
had enjoyed it 
tremendously. “I have 
had a love of 
language and stories 
all of my life. After I left my 
job, | was working part time for 
an attorney. People began to 
encourage me to be a 
storyteller. As ‘out there’ as it 
seemed, it is what I wanted 
to do.” 

Cribbs visited a friend who 
was enrolled in the storytelling 
program at East Tennessee State 
University. “I sat in on a few 
classes, including one taught 
by Flora Joy, who was then 
director of the program. 

She offered me a graduate 
assistantship. Within three 
weeks, doors began swinging 
open. | looked heavenward 
and said, ‘I get the message.” 

In 1998, Cribbs moved to 
Johnson City, Tenn., to pursue 
a master of arts in storytelling 
at ETSU. 

Now back in Decatur and 
building her business, Story 
Connections, Cribbs writes 
some of her own stories and 
uses traditional folktales and 
other sources as inspiration for 
others. Among numerous other 
events, she participated in 
Telebrations at The Carter 
Center, “a worldwide event that 
emphasizes the history and 
craft of storytelling and 
involves many stories being 
told in different places around 
the world.” 


Fe Gail Livingston MAT '97, 
the decision to return to 
school marked a profound 
change in the direction of her 
life. An employee of BellSouth 
since 1972, she had a chance to 
take a sabbatical from BellSouth, 
and she made the most of it. 

“l entered the MAT program 
merely to enjoy the study of 
literature again and to learn 
more about education theory 
and practice,” Livingston says. 
“| had two daughters and want- 
ed to ensure they had a good 
education. | remember walking 
across the green in front of the 
gazebo, just feeling happy 
because | wasn't in a hermetically sealed office tower anymore—and | 
could hear the birds and smell the fresh air. | found myself thoroughly 
invigorated and inspired by the program—but | had to return to 
BellSouth at the end of my time off. Then, about two years later, | 


For her last assignment with BellSouth, Livingston requested that 
the company “loan” her to the United Way, where she worked as part 
of the agency's annual fundraising campaign. “I really enjoyed it. The 
thrill of working the United Way campaign and bringing in lots of 
dollars for wonderful charities has brought me back for five campaigns, 
and Agnes Scott is now one of my best institutions to work with. 

At the end of the first campaign, | returned to ASC to do my 
practice teaching and complete my MAT, which | did in 1997." 

A loaned executive from BellSouth to United Way for her first four 
campaigns, Livingston was sponsored by the company as a retiree for 
her fifth. 

She clearly finds her work with the United Way fulfilling work 
because she can “do so much to improve the lives of others, not just by 
nurturing them directly, but by influencing so many to give to support 
the work.” 

This year alone, she has had a hand in raising more than $500,000 
for DeKalb County funded agencies and small innovative programs. 
Though she thought asking for money would be difficult, she says she 
doesn't mind now. “I know where it goes. This is what I can do to help 
the community.” 


In addition to participating 
in storytelling festivals, Cribbs 
has been developing workshops 
to teach the use of storytelling 
in coaching and to help 
churches go deeper into the 
scriptures. She sees a wide vari- 
ety of uses for her art. “Many 
people from many professions 
other than educators have now 
obtained the degree, including 
ministers, priests, psychologists 
and a variety of other health 
care providers, attorneys, 
actors, and folks like me who 
are changing directions and 
following their hearts! | trusted, 
walked out on faith, and 
followed my dream.”

FORMER HISTORY 
CHAIR DAVIDSON DIES 
Philip Grant Davidson Jr., 
chair of Agnes Scott's his- 
tory department from 1928 
to 1942, died in October. 
He was 98. 

Davidson left Agnes 
Scott in 1942 to be dean 
of Vanderbilt University’s 
graduate school and 
became the university's 
provost in 1948. He was 
president of the University 
of Louisville from 1951 to 
1967, where he has been 
credited with integrating the institution and helping convert 
the school to public status. He left Louisville to become an 
education adviser for the Ford Foundation in Southeast Asia. 

“He was a wonderful person, a great teacher,” said Rosalyn 
C. Robinson '35, who did research for Davidson after her 
graduation. “His students all thought the world of him.” 

Davidson died of natural causes at his home in Nashville.

ON STENDHAL SYNDROME AND PENTIMENTI OF LIFE 


Following are excerpts from Associate 
Professor of Art Donna Sadler's 
address to the class of 2004 at Senior 
Investiture. 

he first time | saw the 

Nike of Samothrace at 

the Louvre Museum, | 
felt a complex wave of beauty, 
nausea and lightheadedness that 
sent me careening down two 
flights of marble stairs in a dead 
faint. My right leg and left arm 
have mended, the humiliation 
has paled since most of the 
museum guards from that 
regime have retired, and | am 
extremely careful around 
breathtaking works of art. 
Was this a case of Stendhal 

Syndrome? The condition was 
identified in 1982 in Florence 
after 107 victims sought help in 
the psychiatric wing of Santa 
Maria Novella after being dra- 
matically affected by the city’s 
great works of art. It was 
dubbed the Stendhal Syndrome 
after the French writer who 
recorded a similar emotional 
experience on his first visit to 
the Tuscan city in 1817. 

It was years later, when 
(Callaway Professor of 
Philosophy) Richard Parry and I 
were leading students on a 
Global Connections trip to 
Greece, that | saw the familiar 
signs of “art sickness” in an 
Agnes Scott student. We had 
stopped to pay homage to the 


Charioteer of Delphi and 
remark on his astounding beau- 
ty, much of which would have 
been shrouded from the origi- 
nal classical viewer. The chariot 
he wielded would have 
hidden the lower two 
thirds of his body 
and the vantage 
point of the statue 
would have concealed 
the windswept chi- 
ton and sweaty 
locks of hair cling- 
ing to his neck. As | 
began to wax poetic 
on the charioteer's 
correctly rendered 
inner maleolus and 
Mortan’s toe, | rec- 
ognized the liquid 
look in Audra's eyes, 
the strange lack of 
gravity playing 
around the lower two thirds of 
her body as she succumbed to 
the bronze statue's unflinching 
gaze. 

Lack of breakfast? Perhaps. 
But why not swoon in front of a 
red figure vase? Her symptoms 
were classic. But | am not advo- 
cating Stendhal Syndrome as a 
way of life—it's far too drastic 
on the bone structure. What I 
urge you to heed is the 
poignancy of those classroom 
moments, when one is struck by 
the passion your professor has 
for his or her work. Somehow, 


despite the barometric pressure, 


the hangover, or the jaded je ne 
sais quoi, one is mesmerized: 
learning hap- 
pens. It 
seems 
that 
college 
; is the perfect 
, arena for finding the 
subject that makes one's gums 
ache with curiosity, one’s 
heart pound a little faster. 
Let us turn to an out 
of the way chapel in 
Tuscany where an 
Annunciation, painted 
c. 1342 and attributed to 
Ambrogio Lorenzetti, 
risked destruction in 1966 
from rising waters. It was 
discovered that if one 
reversed the process of 
painting on wet plas- 
ter, one could actually remove 
the pigment that had bonded 
with the wall. By dampening 
the painting with a layer of 
glue, water and linen, the fres- 
co could be rolled off the wall 
and reapplied to another wall. 


Beneath the rather prosaic 
treatment of this scene was a 
remarkable underdrawing of a 
Virgin who grasps a column 
and swoons at Gabriel's glad, 
but surely unexpected, tidings. 
Judging from the existing fres- 
co, the patron disliked the orig- 
inality of Lorenzetti’s work and 


a different painter was sum- 
moned to complete the fresco. 
The existence of this pentimento 
offers an extraordinary glimpse 
of an artist working within a 
tradition-bound era, when 
iconographic and stylistic 
change occurred slowly, yet 
with the impact of a thunder- 
bolt. Though the word pentimen- 
to, which refers to the under- 
painting that is ultimately dis- 
carded, comes from the Latin 
word to regret, | would argue 
that it is here that life is lived. 
What makes college such an 
extraordinary time are, as with 
extraordinary works of art, the 
layers and layers of first drafts 
that constitute one’s journey 
through a liberal arts education. 
In college you have the daunt- 
ing opportunity to sample a 
varied palette, paint exclusively 
in cadmium red, or eschew 
lines for a semester, knowing 
that these sketches may be 
tossed the minute you are 
accepted to law school. It is 
not the college transcript that 
provides the palimpsest of one's 
path, but the overlay of experi- 
ences that define one. Find 
something that makes you 
weak in the knees, that brings 
you joy, aesthetic or otherwise. 
And revel in your pentimenti, for 
the sum of these unpolished 
drawings is what forges the 
handprint one leaves.

The celebration also 
recognized great 
strides in academic 
goals and a 50 percent 
increase in enrollment 
since 1995, when 
Bullock became the 
first alumna president. 
“Institutions have a 
moment in time when 
they can either make 
or break their future,” 
Bullock said. “My predecessors set the 
sights so high for this College; we, too, 
must have bold aspirations as we educate 
women to be citizens of the world.” 
When completed in 2003, the building 
project will have touched all aspects of 
college life; square footage for teaching, 
residential and community areas will 
have increased by 56 percent.

Sadat to Speak at Commencement 


FORMER FIRST LADY OF EGYPT RECOGNIZED AS WOMEN’S RIGHTS ADVOCATE 


ehan el-Sadat, activist and wife of the late Egyptian president 
Anwar Sadat, will deliver Agnes Scott's Commencement 


address on Saturday, May 12. 


Jehan el-Sadat 


During her husband's 
presidency, Madame Sadat 
was an outspoken advocate 
of women’s rights to an 
education, to working 
outside the home and to 
political participation. 
Since President Sadat's 
assassination in 1981, she 
has continued as an activist 
in international women’s 
conferences and as a 
catalyst for women's 
movements in the 
Middle East. 

Born in Egypt in 1933, 
Madame Sadat married 
Anwar el-Sadat when she 


was 16. They were married for 32 years until her husband's 
death. A scholar of Arabic literature, she earned bachelor's, 


master's and doctorate degrees from Cairo University. She

also established the Talla Society, a women's emancipation 
movement; helped establish the Al-Wafa Wa Amal (Faith and 
Hope) Society, which built the largest hospital in the Middle 
East for handicapped war veterans and their families; initiated 
the idea of S.O.S. Children’s Villages for needy orphans; and 
participated in the reconstruction of Kasr El Einy Hospital. 

Recognition that Sadat has received during her career 
includes an honorary degree from the Philippines Women's 
University in 1977; the Human Service Award from the 
University of Kansas in 1978; the Living Legacy Award from 
the Women’s International Center (WIC) in 1984; and 
honorary president of WIC and inspiration for the 
organization's Jehan Sadat Peace Award in 1985. 

Since 1993, Sadat has been a professor of international 
studies at the University of Maryland, where she established 
the Anwar Sadat Chair for Population, Development and Peace.

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FROM THE 
PRESIDENT 


On Founder's Day, | was 
reminded that Agnes Scott 
College has been trying to live 
up to the bold aspirations of its 
founders for more than a centu- 
ry. George Washington Scott 
and Frank Gaines resolved that 
Agnes Scott would become a 
school of high standards, intel- 
lectually and spiritually. This 
came to mean an educational 
institution equivalent to the 
best in the land. These aspira- 
tions are reflected in our high 
academic standards, our Honor 
Code, in career aspirations to 
be a judge, the surgeon general 
of the United States, an 
inner-city high school teacher, 
a devoted mother. 

Here is what our Calvinist 
roots show: This is a college 
that has always pushed itself 
ethically and intellectually. It 
has raised high moral and intel- 
lectual expectations for every- 
one who enters its gates and 
becomes part of its community. 


Succeeding founders James 
Ross McCain and Wallace 
McPherson Alston collectively 
served as presidents from 1923 
to 1972. It is in their honor that 
we dedicated two magnificent 
buildings on Founder's Day dur- 
ing Bold Aspirations weekend. 

Dr. McCain's bold aspira- 
tions for Agnes Scott were leg- 
endary. He understood that a 
great college needed a great 
campus, and that a great col- 
lege required a strong financial 
base. But Dr. McCain also 
understood that Agnes Scott's 
future was inexorably linked to 
Atlanta, and that an Agnes 
Scott education required a 
sophisticated understanding of 
the liberal arts. 

Both Dr. McCain and Dr. 
Alston emphasized the richness 
of Agnes Scott's religious and 
intellectual heritage, and how 
both were essential to liberal 
learning. This is nowhere more 
evident than in the McCain 
Library, conceived and built 
during the most challenging of 
circumstances—the Great 
Depression. Those who enter 
the wonderfully restored library 
and its great hall are greeted 
with “Nutrimentum spiritus— 
Food for the Soul,” and inside is 
a mixture of classical and eccle- 
siastical quotations. The 
common themes are wisdom, 

a word we don't use very much 
today, and truth, an absolute 
that makes us a little nervous. 
When we enter, we are invited 
to partake in a feast for the 
mind and soul, the accumulated 
knowledge, the wisdom of the 
ancients and moderns, the 
sacred and the secular, in order

New Chaplain Installed 


SUGG HOLDS PASTORAL, TEACHING ROLES 


he Rey. Laura Sugg was 
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Make You Free"—this is still the 
heart of liberal learning. 

If James Ross McCain was a 
great builder and educator, | like 
to think of Wallace Alston as 
the great communicator. He 
understood that a great college 
needed to be a community, and 
that the celebration of ideas, as 
well as personal relationship, 
was central to that community. 
A learned man, Dr. Alston came 
to his presidency from the pas- 
torate, and his was a pastoral 
presidency. His recall of names 
and his personal notes are 
remembered by all. Professor 
Emerita Jane Pepperdene once 
told me how she was offered 
tenure, not in a formal letter but 
in person, with a warm hand- 
shake from Dr. Alston. A class- 
mate has told of running into 
him in Buttrick during her 
sophomore year, when he asked 
about her plans to transfer. 
“How did he know?" she 
thought. But when he said, 

"We need you here,” she 
stayed. He always seemed to 
know everything. 

During Dr. Alston's tenure, 
budgets grew tighter, American 
society became more complex, 
and political, social and ethnic 
divisions became more intense. 
Community became more diffi- 
cult. Board members remember 
financial difficulties. Former 
Board Chair Hal Smith and 
Bertie Bond paint a poignant 
picture of Dr. Alston and an old 
adding machine, trying to make 
the budget add up. Ben Kline 
tells how every cent went for 
faculty salaries. There was little 
left over for roof repairs. Faculty 
support and nourishing the life 
of the mind was what Wallace 
Alston was all about. But Dr. 
Alston also believed in the 
transforming power of commu- 
nity, especially during the 1960s 
and especially for women. | can 
hear him speaking at a 
Wednesday convocation: 


“We are concerned with the 
whole person—her mind, her 
physical welfare, her social 
development and her spiritual 
life." How often we joked about 
becoming “whole women," and 
yet, we remember, this too 

is still at the heart of liberal 
learning. 

While honoring the past, we 
also make a bold new statement 
about Agnes Scott's future: 
Agnes Scott's deep humanistic 
roots are guiding it into a new 
age of technology, science and 
global learning. The library and 
the campus center stand side by 
side, a witness to what Wallace 
Alston called “holistic learning.” 
These buildings have been 
designed to be interconnected 
so that community life and the 
life of the mind become 
inseparable. They have been 
designed with the latest 
technology—but in the setting 
of a learning community. 

Presidents McCain and 
Alston would have been thrilled 
with the Bold Aspirations 
celebration. Also, both would 
understand fully why we need 
now to turn to fund raising. It 
was Dr. Alston who wrote in 
1957: “We deeply desire, as an 
educational community, to 
achieve greatness. . . and this 
will mean dealing with the need 
for adequate financial support. . 
. To secure the money to 
finance a first-class college is, 
then, imperative if Agnes Scott 
is to deserve to be called a great 
College.” It is Dr. McCain who 
would have been out in front, 
leading the way. 

"Bold Aspirations” is what 
Agnes Scott has always been 
about. Now it is our time to 
follow their lead, to provide 
for the College of the future.

DEGREE ADDRESSES NATIONAL NEED FOR SECONDARY ENGLISH TEACHERS 


in spring | 
ntered for 
the first time 
one of the trail- 
ers that accom- 
modates the 
burgeoning stu- 
dent popula- 
tions at a num- 
ber of area 
schools. 
Although the 
physical econo- 
my of trailers 
has long fasci- 
nated me in the 
abstract, | assumed that relegating 
students to such classrooms was 
the next worst thing to holding 
classes in hedge schools or 
palm-frond huts. Perhaps trailers 
were even the worst of all, 
because of the confinement and 
the closeness of the air. 

Not so, | discovered. Reassured 
by windows and an inviting 
covered entryway, | was amazed 
at the homey touches the teacher 
had provided in the mobile 
classroom: a decorative table on 
a small rug by the “front” door; 
colorful pictures and posters, 
even a potted plant. 

I was even more amazed to 
watch Lisa, one of Agnes Scott's 
M.A.T. students, work confidently 
in this not-so-terrible environ- 
ment, proving, | suppose, that it is 
not facilities but the engagement 
of teachers and students that doth 
a class create and a classroom 
make. It was a learning place. 

Lively Lisa was discussing 
Homer's Odyssey with a group of 
ninth graders, many of whom 
were designated by the system as 
“special students.” She was a very 
special young teacher, | soon 
observed, even more remarkable 
than | might have expected based 
on my excellent experience with 
her in our Agnes Scott classroom. 
She was confident and self- 
assured; humorous and engaging 
as she and the students considered 
the challenges confronting the 
struggling Odysseus. | was aston- 
ished at how involved this group 
of presumably sluggish and easily 
distracted students seemed in the 
experience, how lively their 
participation, how germane all 
this Greek adventure seemed to 
their own lives. 

And hence came my 
“epiphany,” “my spot of time,” “my 
moment of being.” It had been a 
long and exasperating drive to 
Lisa's school from the Agnes Scott 
campus. More significantly, the 
road to this point in our M.A.T. 
program, though perhaps 
smoother than it might have been 
without the investment and 
support of the College behind it, 
had not been without risk, 


struggle and at least occasional 
frustration. 

But if ever a moment redeemed 
all hardship and worry, this 
moment worked that way for me. 
I was as proud as | could be to 
know that Agnes Scott had 
helped this young woman, an 
undergraduate in English from 
Smith College, bring her 
considerable talents to the 
classroom. As | sat in the trailer 
and contemplated that Lisa was 
just one example of a fine group 
of M.A.T. graduates prepared by 
Agnes Scott, the hairs on the back 
of my neck bristled with the thrill. 

That afternoon, like many an 
afternoon before and since, | con- 
fronted tangible evidence that the 
world—particularly the world of 
the secondary English class- 
room—is much the richer by 
virtue of the more than a hundred 
men and women who have earned 
an M.A.T. degree through Agnes 
Scott. Their influence is steadily 
expanding—particularly in the 
school systems of Atlanta, but 
indeed throughout the country. 
And that reality is gratifying. 

When Agnes Scott's M.A.T. 
program began almost a decade 
ago, the plan was fired from the 
start with a sense of mission: to 
help meet the national need for 
superior secondary teachers. For 
the College to provide access 
to a teaching career for individuals 
who had not completed 
requirements for certification as 
undergraduates seemed a natural 
extension of Agnes Scott's all but 
lifelong commitment to preparing 
teachers. Agnes Scott, after all, 
has for generations been educating 
on the undergraduate level the 
kind of teachers who animate our 
best memories of elementary and 
secondary school. 

The drawbacks of providing 
teaching certification on the 
undergraduate level are obvious. 
Such ambitions represent a 
particular hardship at Agnes Scott, 
which has never believed students 
should major in education. We 
have insisted that our prospective 
teachers be exposed to a demand- 
ing range of liberal studies as well 
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as being thoroughly grounded in 
any and all subject matter that 
they plan to teach. Taking the 
fundamental education courses 
and gaining the internship experi- 
ence required for certification has 
meant thin major programs and 
few electives. Agnes Scott's 
English department decided that a 
5-year program was minimal to 
turn out first-rate teachers. Because 
of our relatively large faculty, the 
English department had the flexi- 
bility to offer such an option— 
and the M.A.T. was born. 

The program represented a 
radical shift for the College when 
it was first conceived. The charter 
of the College had to be altered 
to allow for graduate degree 
study. By law, we could not 
extend our status as a women’s 
college to new graduate programs. 
Agnes Scott's first male degree 
candidates entered with our inau- 
gural M.A.T. class, graduating in 
1994. One of these, Doug 
Talbott, an early retiree from 
I.B.M., is now a valuable member 
of Agnes Scott's Information 
Technology department. 

He works with instructional 
technologist Jackie Klock to lead 
current M.A.T-s comfortably to the 
cutting edge of technological 
proficiency and to equip them to 
embrace the technological oppor- 
tunities of today’s classrooms. 

The design for our M.A.T. 
program in Secondary English, a 
prototype for Agnes Scott M.A.T 
programs to follow, was created 
almost from whole cloth. We 
surveyed the few existing M.A.T. 
programs and tried to imagine the 
best way to educate teachers for 
the long haul. Our aim then as 
now was to prepare creative 
teachers, thorough professionals 
who inspire respect for their 
talents and insights. Our goal is 
for our graduates to become influ- 
ential in shaping and promoting 
enlightened policies and practices. 
To those ends, we believe that we 
have fashioned a program that is 
distinctive in its ambitions and its 
curriculum—and efficient with 
respect to the time and financial 
obligations that it places on our 


students. 

Unique among teacher- 
education programs is the 
investment of Agnes Scott's entire 
English department in its concepts 
and curriculum. Although a num- 
ber of us have some experience 
with teaching at the secondary 
level, all of us have a dedication 
to strong teaching and to 
contributing to the development 
of teachers—at any level. 

Collaborating with the English 
department in a recent review of 
the program, the Department of 
Education rethought and 
redesigned their graduate 
education courses in ways that 
students should find both relevant 
and appealing. We look forward in 
the near future to enriching the 
M.A.T. program with electives 
that offer ESOL training, 
opportunities for certification in 
reading, and graduate-credit 
credentials for the teaching of 
Advanced Placement courses. 

Clearly the optimum way to 
prepare excellent teachers and 
thus to endorse teaching as an 
honored profession is precisely 
the way we are doing it at Agnes 
Scott. We build on a strong liberal 
arts or science degree; we don't 
gut it. Our curriculum is rich in 
opportunities to study the lan- 
guage and literatures of English; 
it provides a balanced blend of 
educational theory and 
application; it requires extensive 
field and internship experience; 
and it provokes confrontation with 
issues, such as gender equity, that 
challenge the profession. It leads 
to the master's level certification 
that is requisite for master 
teachers. All this in 14 months! 

Almost everyone has strong 
opinions about the state of 
education in America. Most of 
the educators, politicians, and 
representatives of the public at 
large, who lament the state of 
American education, have come to 
endorse the view of teachers that 
Agnes Scott has long held. 
Knowledge of the subject matter 
is the first essential for superior 
teachers; pedagogical skills, 
desirable character traits and 
personal commitment must 
complement that knowledge. 

At Agnes Scott—almost 
10 years ago—we pressed past 
lamentations and talk to purpose- 
ful action that resulted in a 
program we believe is a model of 
its kind. We invite you to consider 
Agnes Scott's program if you have 
an interest in teaching English. 
We urge you to recommend our 
M.A.T. program to college and 
university graduates who would 
make excellent English teachers.

PROFESSOR CHALLENGES SOCIETY’S ATTITUDE TOWARD TEACHING 


The following remarks on teaching by 
Ayse Ilgaz Carden ‘66, professor of 
psychology, were made during the 
Founder's Day Convocation on Feb. 24, 
part of the Bold Aspirations weekend. 


hose who can, do; those 
who cannot, teach. From 
the original quotation by 
George Bernard Shaw, “He who 
can, does; he who cannot, teach- 
es," this gender-neutral version of 
our society's attitude toward 
teaching has persisted over time 
into the new millennium. | have 
taught at Agnes Scott for 24 years 
because | am one of “those who 
cannot.” 
I teach because | cannot stand 
a life lived without Awareness; an 
unquestioning existence, a life 
lived according to unexamined 
roles and values; a life without 
considered choices and options. 
| teach because | cannot stand 
a world without Generosity of 
spirit and means; a world where 
people do not care to share with 
each other, shirk away from giving 
freely—their resources, their love, 
their dedication, their time; a 
world where the focus is “me” 
instead of “us.” 
I teach because | cannot stand 
a world where New ideas are 
resisted, not because of their lack 
of merit, but because they are new 
and challenge the vested ways of 
seeing and doing 
| teach because | cannot stand 


a society where Ethical values are 
ignored or manipulated; a society 
where equality does not represent 
a goal; a society where recogni- 
tion of different needs is deemed 
to be inconsistent with equality 
or fairness. 

I teach because I cannot stand 
a person who goes through life 
without a Sense of humor, without 
the flexibility and confidence of 
self that allows for laughter espe- 
cially at one’s own expense. 

I teach because | cannot stand 
a world that does not value 
Scholarship, does not encourage 
in the individual a sense of 
wonder and commitment to 
continuing the search for answers 
and forming of new questions and 
the enjoyment of the process. 

I teach because | cannot stand 
an individual who does not value 
Community; does not work for a 
better life for all; has no sense of 
responsibility or commitment; 
feels no shame for transgressions. 

I teach because | cannot stand 
a world without Optimism. | want 
a world where people believe that 
tomorrow can be better than 
today, a world where we will be 
even better human beings in spite 
of the mistakes of yesterday, and 
that we will create better lives 
for all. 

I teach because | cannot stand 
a society without Tolerance, 
based on assertions, open or 
veiled, that there is only one 


correct way of believing, one 
correct way of doing, one correct 
way of caring, and only one group 
of people worth caring for. 

And finally, | teach because 
I cannot stand a society where 
Teaching is devalued and separat- 
ed from doing; a society where 
teaching and learning are consid- 
ered to take place in the class- 
room, and doing, outside it; where 
doing is better even when it is not 
informed by reflection or wisdom. 

| have been a member of the 
Agnes Scott community for a long 
time, first as a student, later as an 
alumna, and currently as a faculty 
member. I, like all my colleagues 
here, have been a learner, a

teacher and a doer—in and out 
of the classroom. | have taught 
and learned from my students; 
many are here as alumnae today. 
Through the reflection and 
actions of all whose lives inter- 
sect at this place, our community 
continues to be a better place for 
the development of more mean- 
ingful and responsible lives. Now, 
the challenge is: Can we keep on 
working with intelligence, cre- 
ativity and tenacity to achieve 
the goal of widening the limits of 
our community and to contribute 
to the creation of a world more 
hospitable for life and well-being 
of all its peoples? Agnes Scott's 
legacy says we can and we must.

SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY 


| oon Henderson Barron '53 has been a 
community activist since her gradua- 
tion from Agnes Scott. For 18 years, 
Barron was the director of research for 
South Carolina's Joint Legislative 
Committee on Aging, where she devel- 
oped and implemented recommendations 
for legislative priorities to promote quality 
of life for the aging. She retired in 1997, 
and in January 2001, she was appointed by 
the governor of South Carolina to serve 
on the committee. Prior to that time, she 
was the associate coordinator and director 
of Emergency School Aid Act projects, 
Community Care Inc., a nonprofit 
interdenominational social action agency 
dealing with the many challenges facing 
public school children during the 1970s. 

Barron's volunteer activities reflect a 
lifelong commitment to equal protection 
under the law and the fundamental rights 
for all, particularly women and minorities. 
She served on the National Board of 
League of Women Voters, was the presi- 
dent of the LWV/SC and president of the 
LW’V of the Columbia area. She chaired 
the LWV/US campaign for passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment (ERA). She has 
served on the State Reorganization 
Commission and State Human Affairs 
Commission for racial equality and diver- 
sity in state government. The Human 
Endeavor, an organization promoting civil 
rights, presented her with the Modjeska 
Simkins Endowment award for her work 
on behalf of social causes and equal rights. 

Currently, Barron serves as vice presi- 
dent of the Southern Regional Council, 
which serves to promote racial justice, 
protect democratic rights and broaden 
civic participation. She is co-chair of the 
Richland County Task Force on Public 
Awareness and Citizen Participation for 
land use planning and serves on the 
Women’s Studies Partnership Council of 
the University of South Carolina. In her 
support for the aging, Barron also is an 
instructor for the AARP Mature Drivers’ 
Safety Program and is a licensed agent for 
Long Term Care Insurance. 

Barron grew up in Atlanta and majored 
in history and political science at Agnes 
Scott. In 1953, she married Sherrod 
Bumgardner and moved to Columbia. 
Barron was widowed in 1979 and 
married Bill Barron in 1984. She has four 
children, three step-children and nine

grandchildren. She and her husband 


reside in Columbia. 


DISTINGUISHED CAREER 


lizabeth “Libba” G. Patterson '68 is an 

attorney, a law professor at the 
University of South Carolina and an 
individual who is making a difference for 
South Carolina's children and families. 

When South Carolina Gov. Jim 
Hodges appointed her director of the 
state's Department of Social Services, 
Patterson sought to change the traditional 
social services approach so that the needs 
of parents and children were better 
addressed to focus on families’ particular 
needs. For example, child neglect often is 
the product of poverty and ignorance, 
especially in poor and rural areas. 
Patterson sought to change attitudes and 
practices so that the entire department, 
particularly its “front line’ case-workers, 
became partners with parents to teach 
them basic parenting skills. 

Changing the traditional social services 
model requires behavior change, which in 
turn requires consensus building. 
Patterson always works hard and has been 
successful in getting people to understand 
and believe in doing the right thing, even 
though it required that changes be made. 

Prior to her gubernatorial appoint- 
ment, Patterson created the Children’s 
Law Office at the University of South 
Carolina where she drafted and advocated 
for the passage of many statutes including 
living wills, health care powers of attor- 
ney along with comprehensive overhaul 
of the laws dealing with child abuse and 
neglect. In many ways, her work has 
come full circle in that Patterson now 
works to ensure that the laws for which 
she advocated, are in fact, implemented 
and enforced. 

Patterson is a native of South Carolina 
and received her law degree from the 
University of Arizona, where she was 
editor in chief of Arizona Law Review. She is 
a mother of two daughters and resides in 


Columbia.

The Alumnae Board is most grateful for 
the many times she has opened her 
Atlanta home for board dinners and her 
Fayette County farm house for board 
retreats. At present she brings her special 
talents and commitment to the College's 
Board of Trustees, Atlanta Chapter 
Steering Committee and Atlanta 
Campaign Steering Committee. In every 
capacity, Reeves has set the standard for 
alumnae service to our alma mater. Quick 
to smile, she has never failed to show 
others that volunteering can be fun. 

Just as the Agnes Scott community 
values Reeves's gifts and commitment, her 
community and family continue to be 
amazed by the range of her talents. The 
Atlanta History Center named her a 
volunteer of the year during the 1970s. 
When home-building professionals did 
not meet her standards, Reeves stepped in 
as general contractor for the construction 
of her North Atlanta home, which is built 
from drawings of homes in Colonial 
Williamsburg. Relying on her extensive 
knowledge of history and antiques, she 
also managed the restoration of the 
family's antebellum farmhouse in Fayette 
County, Ga. 

Reeves feels at home in Decatur. Her 
father was an Emory law professor, and 
she majored in biology and German at 
Agnes Scott. She met her future husband,

She and 
Harrison reared five children and now 
have eight grandchildren. 


OUTSTANDING YOUNG ALUMNA 


Kr Fortenberry Siegelson '84 has 
established herself as an award- 
winning writer of children’s books. 

Her first book, The Terrible, Wonderful 
Tellin’ at Hog Hammock, published by 
Harper Collins in 1996, won numerous 
honors including the Sunshine State 
Young Readers Award, the Arkansas 
Charlie May Simon Book Award List 
and two honors in South Carolina. 

Her second book, In the Time of the 
Drums, published in 1999, became an 
American Librarians Association Coretta 
Scott King Award winner, earned a list- 
ing in the New York Public Library Top 
100 Children's Books for 1999-2000 and 
was recognized by the 1999-2000 
Booklist's Best African-American Books 
for Children and Top Ten Black History 
Picture Books. 

With several more children's books on 
the way, including Escape South, Siegelson 
is well established in her profession of 
children’s literature. She has been asked 
to speak at many writers workshops and 
featured as a guest author at the Disney 
Institute, Georgia Children’s Literature 
Conference and the national convention 
of the American Librarians Association in 
Chicago, and she was featured on a 
Georgia Authors public television series as 
well as cable programs. 

Siegelson’s African-American history 
genre attempts to make sense of a history 
that many Southerners find difficult to 
articulate and contemplate truthfully. Her 
stories were inspired by tales she heard as 
a child growing up in Georgia. 

Siegelson is a lifetime Atlanta native 
who majored in biology at Agnes Scott 
followed by a master's degree in risk 
management and insurance at Georgia 
State University. She is the mother of 
two young sons and is married to Dr. 
Henry J. Siegelson.

Davidson Anthropologist Selected Dean of the College 


ROSEMARY ZUMWALT CITED FOR ‘BROAD INTELLECTUAL PERSPECTIVE’ 


n choosing Rosemary Lévy Zumwalt as 

vice president for academic affairs and 

dean of the college, Agnes Scott 

College has brought home an intrepid 
traveler and devoted teacher. 

Born in Decatur, Zumwalt was an infant 
when her family moved to California. She 
earned her master's and doctorate degrees 
from the University of California at 
Berkeley. Since 1983, Zumwalt has served 
on the faculty of Davidson College in 
North Carolina, and was the first woman 
to hold the highest elected faculty 
position, vice chair pro tem. She begins 
work at Agnes Scott July 1. 

A cultural anthropologist and folklorist, 
she has researched extensively the role of

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Sephardic women, culminating in a book 
written with her husband, Isaac Jack Lévy, 
titled Ritual Medical Lore of Sephardic Women: 
Sweetening the Spirits, Healing the Sick. 

Zumwalt applauds Agnes Scott's empha- 
sis on global learning, language across the 
curriculum, and the College's commitment 
to maintaining a low student-teacher ratio. 

“I'm an anthropologist and a folklorist, 
so the notion of global connections is just 
part of my orientation,” she said. “I think 
it's crucial in terms of educating young 
people and keeping ourselves in tune with 
the world. 

“It awakens an appetite for travel and for 
experience that goes with you throughout 
life," she said. As a teenager, Zumwalt first 
dove into world travel as a member of a 
synchronized swim team touring Europe. 
As an adult, fieldwork has taken her to 
Greece, Turkey, Yugoslavia, Israel, Alaska, 
Sri Lanka and Western Europe. Her favorite 
destination so far has been India, because 
the culture is so different from our own. 

“It's impossible to react in a neutral 
fashion to India,” she said. “Everything to 
me in India was so much brighter, smelled 
stronger—both sweet fragrances, and 
perhaps not so sweet fragrances if you 
were there during the torrential downpours 
and the festival seasons . . . everything was 
just vivid. I loved that—the vividness and 
the intensity and the interpersonal 
relations. People always had time for 
people, and there was never the rush that 
we have constantly.” 

Agnes Scott College President Mary 
Brown Bullock '66 said Zumwalt's demon- 
strated scholarship and experience as a 
faculty leader make her an excellent choice 
for dean of the college. 

“As a folklorist and anthropologist who 
works with texts, literary and historical 
traditions, she is inherently interdisciplinary 
in her teaching and scholarship,” Bullock 
said. “This broad intellectual perspective 
provides a wonderful foundation for 
leading the academic programs at Agnes 
Scott College.”

Zumwalt's published work is wide-rang- 
ing and she has received several national 
fellowships, including recognition as a 
John Simon Guggenheim Fellow and a 
Mellon Resident Research Fellow. She has 
also received numerous grants from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities. 

Zumwalt looks forward to seeing how a 
women's college shapes its students. “I've 
been very interested about this notion of 
women finding their voice," she said. “I 
know that I myself was one of those 
students who frustrate me now, who sit in 
the classroom and don't respond—they 
listen, they take notes. You don't learn 
about your star students until you've 
graded the mid-terms, and often they're 
the ones who don't talk. I think that for 
many young women, it's really important 
for them to have a space where they can 
find their voice and gain a sense of self," 
she said. She believes the College is reach- 
ing that goal, based on her interviews on 
campus and conversations with alumnae. 

“They're remarkable women,” she said.

College Breaks Ground on Scieee Building 


FACILITY TO FEATURE ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY 


campus in the last three years have migrated slightly southward, as the College 

broke ground on its new science building on E. Dougherty Street in March. 
The College's $36.5-million 115,000-square-foot integrated science building will 
provide advanced technology and research space in support of Agnes Scott's science 
program. The March groundbreaking ceremony was held on the site of the tennis 
courts, which are being relocated to provide space for the science building. 

“The new facility will provide ‘villages’ of specialized facilities for chemistry, 
biology, physics and psychology as well as many shared facilities where we will 
regularly come together for interdisciplinary teaching and research," said Sandra 
Bowden, Dana Professor of Biology and shepherd of the science building project. 

The new building will include a suite for electron and light microscopes; an 
attached greenhouse for ecology, environmental and plant science; learning centers on 
two floors where students can gather informally; a central atrium open to the top of 
the building; and spaces where research results can be displayed and discussed. 

Construction is expected to be complete in 2003.

Zauderer was part of a 14-stu- 
dent team project at the Very 
Large Array to observe a brown 
dwarf, an object that is something 
between a star and a planet. Long 
suspected to exist, the first brown 
dwarf was not visually identified 
until 1995. The student study 
marked the first time one has 
been identified by radio emission. 
The college team of mostly 
undergraduates caught a glimpse 
of something no one expected: a 
flare of radio light, suggesting 
that brown dwarfs behave very 
differently than previously 
thought. The research paper dis- 
cussing the phenomenon was 
published in the science journal 


Nature in March. 

“This blows all the theories out 
about what's expected in brown 
dwarfs," Zauderer said. With only 
three hours of viewing time allot- 
ted, students weren't expecting 
major findings. They were just 
learning about the method and 
how to process what they gath- 
ered. At first they thought they 
had made a mistake in processing 
the data, Zauderer said. 

“The radio emission these stu- 
dents discovered coming from 
this brown dwarf is 10,000 times 
stronger than anyone expected,” 
said astronomer Dale Frail, co- 
author of the Nature research 
paper. “This student project is 
going to open up a whole new 
area of research for the VLA.”

he Savannah College of Art 

and Design (SCAD) dedicat- 
ed Pepe Hall in April in honor of 
Charles W. and Marie H. Pepe. 
Mrs. Pepe is an Agnes Scott pro- 
fessor emerita of art, having 
taught at the College from 1951 
to 1986. She was the first Charles 
A. Dana Professor at the College 
and served as chair of the art 
department. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pepe both have 
served as trustees on the SCAD 
board. 

Pepe Hall is a two-story 
Mediterranean Revival-style 
building that houses art history 
and architectural history class- 
rooms. 


The “Ginny Fund" 
he investments class at Agnes 
Scott College is fortunate to 
have some “real money’ at its dis- 
posal to invest in the market. In 
1996, Carl Beck established a 


fund for the College to be used as 
a teaching tool for Economics 
210 students. The gift was in 
honor of his late wife, Virginia 
Beck, and is named the “Ginny 
Fund.” Although the fund per- 
formed extremely well during its 
first three years, this year was a 
tough one for the Ginny Fund. 
From the end of April 2000 to 
end of April 2001, the fund lost 
approximately 6 percent of its 
value. The good news is that this 
performance was better than that 
of the S&P 500, which lost 14 
percent. “Mr. Beck's generous gift 
has been a wonderful teaching 
tool,” said Rosemary 
Cunningham, professor of 
economics.

Sadat Tells Graduates of 
the Importance of Faith 


PEACE ACCORD BETWEEN ISRAEL AND EGYPT CITED 


E her address to the Class of 2001, Jehan Sadat said 
intelligence is not a virtue until guided by faith 
and courage. 

“Knowledge is not in short supply,” she said. “But 
knowledge without faith is an empty vessel—without 
direction, without purpose.” Sadat emphasized the 
importance of family and principle—and parents’ roles 
in the years leading to commencement day. “They 
are the foundations of who you are and what you 
will become. 

“Conviction can change the course of history,” Sadat 
said, holding up the examples of Gandhi, Nelson 
Mandela, Mother Teresa, Martin Luther King Jr., and 
her husband, Anwar Sadat, who was assassinated in 
1981. His faith that peace between Israel and Egypt was 
possible, “when centuries of hatred had thrust us into 
decades of war," was key to the eventual accord, she 
said. She underscored the importance of maintaining 
conviction in the face of doubt as did her late husband 
during his work for peace in the Middle East. 

Now an associate scholar at the University of 
Maryland, Madame Sadat worked to establish the 
Anwar Sadat Chair for Development and Peace, 
endowed in 1997. 

As a scholar who obtained three degrees after the 
age of 40, Sadat applauded ASC founder George 
Washington Scott as “one man whose mother taught 
him the value of an educated woman."

atherine Scott, professor of political science, was 

honored with the Vulcan Company's Excellence in 
Teaching award at Agnes Scott commencement 
exercises May 12. 

Scott is an authoritative writer and respected lecturer 
in her field, primarily on the subjects of gender studies 
and the politics of third world countries. She joined the 
Agnes Scott faculty in 1984 and has served as chair of 
the Department of Political Science, Sociology and 
Anthropology and advisor for Washington Semester 
students. She spent her 1999-2000 sabbatical in South 
Africa as a Fulbright scholar.
